On thia tract of fertile land, par- 
tially timbered and well watered, the 
coloniata have built up a model co- 
operative commonwealth. About 300 
persona live at Ruakin, and there ia & 
three-etory printing house where the 
Coming Nation ie published. There is 
a store, blacksmith shop, B score of 
dwell! a a houses, a large halt and school 
house, besides several small factories, 
and a grist and sawmill. The colonists 
owu cattle, bo«fl, etc., and have several 
acre a" plan ted to orchards and gardens.

tho conclusion that it will take some- 
thing stronger than water. He tried to 
drown tho peet, and Hooded a part ol 
liis place whcru tho creature*) abound. 
Tho farmer was thoroughly astonished 
when ho eaw tbe pest skim along on tho 
top of tbe water, or climb on a leaf and 
Heat nway aa hale, hearty aud mischiev- 
ous an ever. He thinks the hopper has 
more lives than a cut; in fact, he de- 
clarea he spent half an hour "ducking"
